On page 7, last paragraph of Remarks related to independent claims 1 and 16, Applicant's stated that Haruhikoteaches 
connecting adjacent data lines together only during non-imaging periods. However, one of ordinary skill in the art obviously would 
recognize how to connect adjacent lines in display periods. 

On next page, 2nd paragraph Applicant's addmited that Keeney teaches the use of bypass latches and multiplexers to 
selectively connect pixels to drive circuitry and stated that Keeney do not disclose connecting data lines together. Howenver, that was 
done by Haruhiko (See above). Applicant's cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individuallu where, as here the rejection 
are based on combination of references. In re Keller, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 

On page 10, 3rd paragraph, in relation to independent claim 8, Applicant's stated that Henley does not teach or suggest connect 
a pixel of a defective column to a second column such that image data that is applied to the second column is applied to the pixel. 
However, that was done by Haruhiko (See discussion above). . 
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
